The stock of 
gold exceeds the government's note-issue 
to the amount of half a billion dollars. Pi- - 
mncially, therefore, Japan* is relatively 
the most solid government in the world. 


But the foregoing is not all. The sur- 


plus revenues during the war totaled 
S633.000.000. and with these profits the 
government purchased Japanese securi- 
ties which were outstanding in foreign 
markets, at the same time realizing the 
gain, of twemy-per-cent difference in ex- 
change rates. 
The •war-time industrial 


growth of Japan is indicated by increase 
of* the capital of new companies .from 
§177.500.000 in 1913 to $2.500,000.- 
000 in 1920. 


Bold and cunning maneuvering in Si- 


beria since the close of the war has given 
Japan control of that rich country. And 
although it is announced that Japanese 
aggression in Siberia will be submitted to 
the disarmament conference as an oriental 
issue of universal 
significance, tie fact 


cannot be overlooked tiat Japaa recent- 
ly succeeded in effecting a raarvclously 
favorable treaty with the Siberian ad- 
ininJstnuk'D. by which immensely valu- 
able and exclusive commercial rights were 
obtained. Acquisition of the German ter- 
ritory in the orient, during the war. as a 
substantial consideration for Japanese 
aznity. js another instance of Japan's ca- 
pacity to get ample material reward from 
every situation.

ernment will be glad to accede to a dis- 
•rmainent arrangement, but will not dis- 


cuss any subject, or enter into any agree- 
ment, which would alter her hegemony iu 
(he Kir ea.^. Japan appears to be dctcr- 
nfnied, 
therefore, to continue lo extend 


her power and expand her influence and 
territory. If her diplomacy excels that o£ 
the western powers, she will realize her 
aims. ^Sho may realize them anyway.-, but 
that implie* the use of force or threats 
of its use.

Italy is in worse shape than any other 


European country. 
Inflation of price*, 


currency and wages is tremendous and 
the people are spending all they make, 
says Arthur Reynolds, Chicago banker, 
who has returned from abroad. " 


Reynolds says the Belgians are work- 


ing hard, have fine crops, and are rebuild- 
ing rapidly. He found French farmers 
frugal and industrious, but French city 
and factory people spending extravagant- 
ly and not over-fond of labor. 


Germany, says Reynolds, is working 


harder than any other European country. 
She is producing goods at a third the cost 
of other nations, and her workmen are de- 
manding longer hours and more wages. 


This looks as if Germany and Belgium 


will recover first, a probability that ought 
to have been anticipated. 


INSECT. MENACE 


In 1892 some gray beetles, 
jout a 


quarter of an inch long, crossed the Rio/ 
Grande, from Mexico. They landed near 
Brownsville. Texas. Agricultural scien- 
tists announced that the picudo or Mexi- 
can boll weevil had invaded the United- 
States. The boll weevils started to con- 
quer the cotton belt, pushing their lines, 
forward 50 miles a year. In 1902 they 
damaged the co*ton crop to" the extent of

ner by the ablest scientific brains, it has 
moved ahead and multiplied as if noth- 
ing were in its path, a fact which gives an- 
idea of the vitality of insect life. The boll 
weevil survives and multiplies because^of 
the excellent care it gives its young. The 
female weevil carefully drills a hole in a 
eoUenJboll.-deposits'her eggs, then skill- 
fully s«als the opening. It is a. piece of 
cunning that thus far has all but outwit- 
ted man and science. 


Cotton has risen in price, partly due to 


destruction of the crop by the boll .weevil. 
The higher 
price is badly .needed by 


many planters and gives them much satis- 
faction. But when we figure the progress 
made by the boll weevil since its arrival 
29 years ago, w^ wonder how many years, 
at'that rate, it may be before cotton will"" 
be in danger of extinction from the list 
of American crops.x

'As time goes on. man will realize that 


insects are his greatest natural enemies. 
-They always have been, but w.e are not 
sufficiently recovered from the work of 


- clearing the earth of wild animals to fully 
. comprehend the menace of insect life. 
Flies, mosquitoes, moths and boll weevils 
. are bad enough. But nature has in re- 
serve countless kinds of insects that make 
us fight for existence. "We have seen what 
the boll -weevil can do. It is only one of 
25,000 different kinds of beetles.

Tho business. before 
tho Assembly was the plan of Dr. Fridtjof Nanaen 
to have the government* represented in the League 
contribute five million dollars for the relief of the 
stan-ins people in Russia.

- Lord Robert Cecil supported Dr. Nans'n and ridi- 
culed the pretenses of the representatives who 
voted down the Nansen plan under instructions 
from their governments after expressing sympathy 
for the famine victims. The plain truth Is that the 
governments of Europe would rather let Russia 
starve than contribute money that will go into 
Russia while the Communists aro in powe». This 
being the real attitude of the European powers it 
is nothing but hypocrisy Iff pass resolutions of 
sympathy for the Russian people.—Brooklyn Eagle
